REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Applicants' communication paper dated 1/28/04 is acknowledged. Applicants 
have cancelled claims 1-22. Therefore the claims under consideration in this application 
are the claims 23-120 which are renumbered as claims 1-98 respectively. 

3. The claims as presented recite the subject matter which was not claimed in U. S. 
Application Nr. 09951137, filed 9/12/2001, now USP 6703 383. 

4. The closest prior art ref.Afonso et al(WO 9631478 dated 10/1996, also cited as 
Chemical abstract DN 126:7997) teaches making ofcompounds with a core:" Alkoxy- 
carbonyl-N piperazine-CH2-CH2-S02-CH2-Cycloalkyl". The ref.'478 differ from the 
instant compounds by not having H of the NH of pipoerazine substituted by a bridge - 
(CR5R6)m-R4 as claimed herein.. 

The other prior art of record reference(see the parent case) De Paulis et al ( Eur. 
J. Med. Chem., 25/6, 507-17(1990), also cited as Chem. Abstract # 114:190-1991 ;190) 
teaches making of antipsychotic agents having a core: 

"Phenyl-CH2-N Piperidine-N H-S02-substituted phenyl". See compounds cited 

on page 40 of the CAS abstract. 

The references either alone or in combination do not indicate or suggest to arrive 
at the instant invention with a core: 

" Alkyl-N Heterocycle-Alkylene-N (H or alkvlene) -SQ2(R1 ) wherein R1 = 
NR2,NH, Alkyl etc.". 

5. Therefore, the instant invention is deemed to be novel and patentably distinct.
